College  of  The  Albemarle  has 
been  at  the  forefront  of  the  North 
Carolina  Community  College  Sys- 
tem for  25  years — and  that's  where 
we  intend  to  stay. 

Many  events  stand  out  over  the 
past  two  years  of  growth  at  COA. 
Perhaps  the  most  memorable  of 
these  is  the  celebration  of  the  25th 
anniversary  of  the  college.  This  year- 
long celebration  culminated  on  De- 
cember 16, 1985 — 25  years  to  the  day 
since  the  college  was  chartered. 

Another  memorable  event  was  the  Community  Center  Campaign 
conducted  by  the  COA  Foundation.  More  than  $570,000  was  contributed  by 
private  and  corporate  donors  for  construction  of  the  COA  Community  and 
Small  Business  Center.  State  and  college  funds  will  be  added  to  the 
campaign  total  to  finance  this  $3.2  million  facility. 

Our  Dare  County  Center  continues  to  grow.  Enrollment  has  exceeded 
our  expectations  and  plans  are  to  add  additional  courses  and  to  attract  even 
more  students  as  time  goes  on. 

Improved  marketing  techniques  have  created  a  clearer  and  even  more 
positive  public  image  of  the  college.  We  have  become  more  competitive  in 
recruiting  students  and  have  taken  a  more  aggressive  approach  to  ''selling'' 
the  college  in  the  community. 

The  future  for  College  of  The  Albemarle  is  promising.  Like  our 
promotional  jingle  says  .  .  .

On  December 
16, 1985,  College 
of  The  Albemarle 
celebrated  a  mile- 
stone in  its  his- 
tory. Having  been 
chartered  on  that 
date  25  years  ear- 
lier as  the  first 
community  college  in  North  Carolina,  COA  had 
much  to  celebrate.  The  college  has  grown  from  its 
first  class  of  113  students  in  a  renovated  hospital 
building  to  nearly  1,500  curriculum  students  and 
2,000  continuing  education  students  each  quarter 
on  its  $4  million  modern  campus.

The  target  date  for  completion  of  the 
center  is  late  1987,  with  funds  provided  by  the  COA 
Foundation,  the  college,  and  the  state. 


Community  Center  Campaign  leaders  and  col- 
lege foundation  directors  Mac  Duff,  Bill  Gaither, 
and  Winnie  Wood  reviewed  plans  for  the  center 
frequently  with  COA  President  Parker  Chesson 


and  COA  Foundation  Executive  Director  Pam 
Whitley.  The  campaign  steering  committee  and 
community  center  task  force  were  actively  in- 
volved in  planning  the  facility  which  is  designed  for 
broad  use  by  the  college  and  the  community. 


Once  a  highlight  of  entertainment  in  the  com- 
munity, the  Carolina  Theater  organ  has  returned  to 
Elizabeth  City  to  become  a  part  of  the  COA 
Community  and  Small  Business  Center.  Plans  are 
to  raise  $30,000  for  the  purchase  and  restoration  of 
the  pipe  organ  which  will  be  installed  in  the 
auditorium  of  the  center.

There  is  a  wide  array  of  curriculum  options  at 
COA,  with  20  associate  degree  college  transfer,  11 
associate  degree  technical,  and  13  vocational  diplo- 
ma programs.  The  number  of  students  who  are 
employed  full-time  continues  to  grow  and,  in  1984- 
85,  evening  enrollment  increased  45  percent. 

COA  faculty  members  devote  many  hours  to 
their  classroom  environment  and  readily  share 
their  knowledge  and  expertise  in  the  community, 
as  well.  College  faculty  appear  as  speakers  at  civic 
organizations,  conduct  skills  workshops  at  area 
high  schools  and  libraries,  serve  as  quiz  bowl  and 
science  fair  judges,  conduct  off-campus  emergen- 
cy care  first  aid  workshops,  and  participate  in  a 
number  of  community  events. 


COLLEGE  TRANSFER 

Many  recent  high  school  graduates  feel  the 
need  to  strengthen  their  English,  reading,  and 
math  skills  before  enrolling  in  curriculum  courses. 
To  address  this  need,  developmental  courses  have 
been  scheduled  to  begin  after  the  close  of  public 
schools  in  the  college  service  area.  Nearly  18 
percent  of  all  students  enrolled  in  curriculum 
programs  have  taken  one  or  more  developmental 
education  courses  at  COA. 

With  the  gift  of  80  acres  of  land  along  the 
Camden  Causeway,  a  nature  trail  has  been  com- 
pleted and  the  biology  club  has  cleared  an  outdoor 
classroom  area  on  theproperty.  Seventeen  nesting 
boxes  for  wood  ducks  have  also  been  located  on 
the  tract  of  land.

OCCUPATIONAL  EDUCATION 

All  two-year  business,  drafting  and  design  tech- 
nology, and  electronics  engineering  technology 
programs  have  been  revised  to  conform  with 
Department  of  Community  Colleges  curriculum 
standards.  A  new  elective  course  also  was  devel- 
oped in  computerized  accounting.

Keyboarding,  computer  typing  techniques  using 
15  terminals  and  printers  set  up  in  the  Business 
Department  typing  lab,  is  now  being  taught.  New 
equipment,  including  microtrainers,  logic  moni- 
tors, kits,  and  probes,  was  purchased  for  the 
Computer  Engineering  Technology  program. 

For  the  first  time,  graduates  from  both  the 
Associate  Degree  Nursing  and  the  Practical  Nurse 
Education  programs  achieved  a  simultaneous  100 
percent  passing  rate  on  state  licensure  exami- 
nations administered  by  the  North  Carolina  Board 
Nursing. 


VOCATIONAL 

Upgraded  equipment  is  essential  to  the  quality 
of  vocational  programs.  Purchases  of  new  voca- 
tional equipment  included  a  lathe  for  the  Ma- 
chinist program,  10  all-purpose  chairs  for  Cosme- 
tology; two  arc  welders;  and  an  oscilloscope  and  a 
steam  cleaner  for  Electronic  Servicing  and  Automo- 
tive programs  at  the  Maple  Correctional  Unit. 

Houses  built  by  Light  Construction  students 
were  sold  during  late  summer  auctions  each  year. 
Evening  carpentry  students  constructed  a  compu- 
ter room  in  the  machine  shop  to  be  used  in 
conjunction  with  the  numerically-controlled  mil- 
ling machine.

Since  the  opening  of  the  COA  Dare  County 
Center  in  September  1984  with  226  students,  the 
Roanoke  Island  facility  has  flourished.  Increased 
enrollment  and  demand  for  courses  has  led  to 


hiring  an  assistant  director  and  an  additional  full- 
time  instruaor. 

After  offering  only  freshman-level  courses  dur- 
ing its  first  year  of  operation,  the  center  enrolled 
300  students  in  both  freshman-  and  sophomore- 
level  subjects  beginning  with  the  1985  Fall  Quarter. 

More  students  are  enrolling  full-time  at  the  Dare 
campus  as  they  become  aware  of  the  opportunity 
to  broaden  their  college  education  "at  home."  This 
trend  is  expected  to  carry  over  into  future  years  as 
the  center  expands  its  curriculum  offerings. 


Recent  state  legislation  enables  the  appointment  of  college  trustees  from  counties  in  which  satellite 
campuses  are  located.  Two  Dare  County  residents  have  been  named  to  serve  as  members  of  the  COA 
board.  Louise  Dollard,  a  county  commissioner,  and  Manteo  businessman  Robert  G.  Williams  were 
appointed  as  trustees  by  the  Dare  County  Board  of  Commissioners.

CONTINUING  EDUCATION 

Nearly  8,000  adults  enrolled  in  539  extension 
classes  in  COA's  seven-county  service  area  during 
1984-85.  Courses  included  fire  service,  fisheries, 
health  and  safety,  hospitality,  law  enforcement, 
management  development  courses  or  seminars, 
and  others.  A  new  17-week  course  in  Basic  Law 
Enforcement  Training  was  offered  for  current  and 
prospeaive  officers.

ADULT  BASIC  EDUCATION 

More  than  26,000  Albemarle  area  adults  have 
less  than  a  high  school  education.  COA  strives  to 
reach  these  people  through  Adult  Basic  Education 
(ABE)  classes  and  special  programs  such  as  Bridges 
and  Adult  Basic  Literacy  Education.  ABE  classes 
involve  nearly  1,200  adults  each  year  in  literacy 
training. 


LEARNING  LAB 

Theadditionof  another  Apple  II  microcomputer 
and  18  units  of  software  have  increased  the  COA 
Learning  Lab  computer-assisted  instruction  (CAI) 
and  guided  studies  programs  to  248  options.  More 
than  400  students  are  served  by  the  lab  annually. 

In  1985,  Janet  Williard  became  the  3,000th  Gener- 
al Educational  Development  (GED)  student  to 
receive  a  high  school  equivalency  certificate.  Last 
year,  a  total  of  3,143  COA  students  had  completed 
their  GED  requirements.

SMALL  BUSINESS 
CENTER 

The  COA  Small  Busi- 
ness Center,  in  existence 
since  Novennber  1983,  has 
established  a  reputation 
for  excellent  service  to 
the  Albemarle  business 
community.  Its  resource 
center  houses  business- 
related  books,  magazines, 
films,  cassettes  and  video 
tapes,  all  of  which  are 
loaned  free  of  charge  to 
small  business  interests. 

In  addition,  the  Small 
Business  Center  sponsors 
many  workshops  and  sem- 
inars in  the  college  ser- 
vice area.  Topics  include 
liability  insurance,  financial  management  and  in- 
ventory control,  time  management,  stress  manage- 
ment, supervision  skills,  bankruptcy,  small  business 
crime  prevention  and  positive  first  impressions. 

The  Small  Business  Center  also  provides  staff 
assistance  to  many  local  civic  and  development 
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organizations.  Such  groups  as  the  Elizabeth  City 
Committee  of  100,  Northeastern  North  Carolina 
Tomorrow,  Elizabeth  City-Pasquotank  Industrial 
Development  Commission,  the  Outer  Banks  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  and  the  Edenton-Chowan  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  have  benefitted  from  this  service.

ABLE 

College  of  The  Albemarle  was  one  of  five 
community  colleges  to  receive  a  $10,000  challenge 
grant  from  First  Union  National  Bank  in  1985  to 
implement    its   Adult    Basic   Literacy    Education

(ABLE)  program.  Patterned  from  a  program  con- 
cept developed  in  mid-1983  by  Central  Piedmont 
Community  College  in  Charlotte,  ABLE  is  a  teach- 
ing concept  that  can  equip  students  with  better 
reading  and  math  skills  in  a  much  shorter  period  of 
time  than  it  takes  to  reach  the  same  levels  using 
conventional  adult  basic  education  techniques. 
The  program  is  unique  because  it  embraces  com- 
puter technology,  audio  visual  exercises,  and  help 
from  volunteer  tutors.  Nearly  40  community  volun- 
teers give  one-on-one  tutorial  assistance  to  "new 
readers"  at  the  projert's  Edgewood  Shopping 
Center  facility. 


BRIDGES  PROGRAM 

The  Bridges  Program  conduaed  seven  eight- 
week  cycles  of  training  and  counseling  in  1984-85 
to  prepare  students  for  GED  testing.  Of  the  104 
students  enrolled  in  the  five  on-campus  and  two 
off-campus  cycles,  78  completed  their  training.  Of 
these,  42  received  their  GEDs.  Funded  by  the  Job 
Training  Partnership  Act  (JTPA),  the  Bridges  Pro- 
gram has  extended  its  cycles  to  11  weeks  to  better 
prepare  its  students  for  GED  testing. 


COOPERATIVE  EDUCATION 

The  COA  Cooperative  Education  program  pro- 
vides an  avenue  for  course-related  work  experi- 
ence for  students  who  are  employed  by  partici- 
pating business  and  public  agencies.  In  1984-85,  a 
total  of  135  co-op  students  worked  50,906  hours  as 
part-time  employees  of  95  businesses.  They  earned 
both  college  credit  and  a  total  of  $203,884. 

During  the  past  year,  149  students  have  gained 
on-the-job  experience  in  their  areas  of  study  with 
116  employers. 


Special  Programs 
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SPECIAL  SERVICES 

Addressing  itself  to  the  counsel- 
ing and  tutorial  needs  of  select 
students  who  may  not  otherwise 
reach  their  true  academic  poten- 
tial, the  college  Special  Services 
Program  is  credited  with  the 
"rescue"  of  many  students  who 
might  have  become  dropouts.  The 
dropout  rate  among  these  stu- 
dents has  already  been  reduced 
by  10.3  percent. 

Two  hundred  and  six  students 
were  provided  with  no-cost  tutor- 
ing during  the  year.  Of  these,  185 
achieved  passing  grades.  Another 
28  students  graduated,  including 
two  with  honors. 

TITLE  III 


Since  1980,  COA  has  received  $1,080,326  in  Title 
III  funds,  a  grant  program  which  is  a  part  of  the 
Higher  Education  Aa  of  1968.  These  funds  have 
provided  a  means  to  improve  a  number  of  instruc- 
tional and  support  services  which  may  not  have 
been  possible  otherwise. 


Title  III  funds  aided  in  the  start-up  of  COA's  first 
off-campus  center.  In  the  past  two  years,  the  Dare 
County  Center  has  received  more  than  $138,000 
from  this  source. 


A  Meade  10-inch  Schmidt-Cassegrain  telescope 
with  clock  drive,  tripod,  and  two  eyepieces,  and 
two  deepsky  binoculars  with  tripods  have  en- 
hanced the  study  of  Physics  150. 

Computer  software,  for  use  by  developmental 
education  and  other  students,  was  acquired  for  the 
Guided  Studies  Lab. 

Drafting  and  Design  Technology  students  are 
benefitting  from  the  use  of  a  computer-aided 
drafting  (CAD)  system,  drafting  station,  and  blue- 
print machine  purchased  with  Title  III  funds. 
Electronic  students  are  doing  a  better  job  with  new 
oscilloscopes  and  generators,  and  those  in  the  data 
processing  curriculum  have  two  additional  micro- 
computers to  help  them  develop  their  skills. 

The  media  services  area  has  expanded  its  capa- 
bilities with  a  new  video  camera,  editing  equip- 
ment, and  Datamax  system,  along  with  a  new  offset 
press  and  camera. 

The  conversion  of  library  holdings  to  the  Library 
of  Congress  catalog  system  and  improved  marketing 
and  fundraising  capabilities  are  other  by-products 
of  Title  III  assistance. 
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^pecial  Events 


Theatrical  performances,  student  and  traveling 
art  exhibits,  music  recitals,  band  and  choral  con- 
certs, and  classic  movies  are  provided  through  the 
college  Fine  Arts  Department.  Each  spring,  the 
department  coordinates  the  college  Spring  Arts 
Festival.  Visiting  artists  from  other  community  and 
technical  colleges,  the  Albemarle  Community  Cho- 
rus, and  the  COA  Chorale  have  been  excellent 
resources  for  these  week-long  events.  Soprano 
Mary  Cooke  is  the  most  recent  visiting  artist  at 
COA,  having  ended  her  two-year  tenure  in  the 
spring  of  1986.

Summer  College  for  Kids,  a  two-week  session 
offering  an  interesting  array  of  topics  for  elemen- 
tary-age students,  is  held  each  July.
